Old Bill Dollar was only worth a | 
hundred cents, but he experienced a : 
.sense of satisfaction wlienevcr he 
changed hands at full value. i 

He came to Sierra Madre in pay- | 
meat for a box of palms shipped i 
from the fernery to a distant state, 
and fully appreciateil his importance 
as a bran new force in the commercial 
activities of his new home. 

His lirst change of ownership was 
to Welsher’s jrrocery where he wa.s al¬ 
most at once paid out to the Sierra 
Madre Feed & Fuel Co., for kindling 
and thence to Olsen’s shoe shop fo. 
repair work. 

Mr. Olsen was solicited by a Red 
Cross worker and kicked Old Hill I*' 
lar into that fund, where he thouKht 
he would surely fcet .some rest, but C. 
W. Forentan passed him on to the 
News office in payment of Red Cioss 
job printiiiK and he went ,thi ou>;h Ur 
hou.se and across the alley to .Millaia . 
Bakery. 

.Mr. .Millard had a headache and a 
corn so Hartman’s Dru^ store 
old Bill, but before he Kot acquaint¬ 
ed there he was traded to Frank Frai- 
bei-K for reiiairs on a clock. 

Well he paid a hundred cents worth 
of value in exchange at: 'Ihe Sierra 
.Madre Garage, Bergcin Bros., Sierra 
Madre Hardware Co., the Gas oilice, 
Blinn’s Lumber yard, Sadler’s Dr> 
Goods store, Saenger’s Col tee Parlor, 
The 'I’errace Grocery, Sierra Madre 
Department Store, Sander’s Drug 
store, .N'ormura’s grocery. First .Na¬ 
tional Bank, the Transfer Co., Bin 
ford’s Auto Livery, Andrews <t 
Hawk.s, Southern California Eili.-on 
Co., .N. A. Adams, Fred Stue.ssy, the 
Barber Shop, Sierra .Madre Clarilied^ 
Dairy, Harriman’s Cleaning Shop, the 
Telephone and Ice Co., Hatfield ^ 
Real Estate office, Tucker’s Paint 
shop, Allen T. Gay. Bemay Dairy and 
Strickland’s Poultry and Feed Co. 

Besides all these tran.sactions t.ld 
Bill Dollar circulated round, across, 
back and forth paying debts between 
people all over town before a Mrs. 
Housewife handed him to hubby as 
he wa.s .starting for Los Angeles with 
the injunction to buy some needles, 
some bread, some chewing gum, tacks, 
furniture polish, allies, .soda, etc., 
iind that wa.s the last Sierra Madre 
ever saw of Old Bill Dollar, whose 
face value was only one hundred cents, 
but who during hi.s short but active 
stay here paid over $100 worth of 
debts and made over $i(0 worth of 
purcha.ses. 

But Old Bill Dollar is gone; our 
loss is Los Angeles’ gain- -but we 
mourn our loss.

Ancient and Honorable and Convent' 
ent Institution That Held Hon¬ 
ored Place on the Farm. 


Among the once necessaric.s of farm 
life that reflecteil prodigality In tho 
use of valuable timber wins the old 
rail fence, observes the Columhu.s Dis¬ 
patch. Idke many other almost by¬ 
gones of rural life, its place In farm 
wastefulness now- Is well estahllshetl 
and yet It had Its use.s for which the 
pr. sent straight line wire fencing can- 
nor qualify. 

The old rail fence's sirrated 
stretches were the homes of .small ani¬ 
mal life tJiut now are rapidly dlsap- 
jienrlng. Amund Its timbers th' e grew 
the uncultivated hlackberr. '.th Its 
si.ster, the rasiihorry, and a <ng It.s 
recesses there thrived the elder whose 
fruit once was coveted pie material 
and wiit.se hlossonis were tlie found.a- 
'; in fur eidi rheiry wine tliiit matrons 

rved of a winter evening when the 
n- iglil’ors gathered. 

The rttll fence, with Its Invariable 
unihr-Towth, was the favorite protec- 
tioii for Bob White in winter, and 
from its t"p he sang In the wanner 
se.asons. Beneath, the little ground 
squirrel burrowed. E'rom safe re¬ 
treat he chattered If some intruder 
came near to annoy him us he was 
I'usllv engageil in gathering his stor* 
of food for the snow time. 

To the harvest hand it afforded pro- 
teetinn nt the end of the long row for 
B tirief respite and its corners formed 
'haded nooks under which tlie water 
)ug might be kepL 

.\nd from what royal timber was 
this oM fence constructed I Black 
v.ainnt logs, chestnut logs and the 
smooth lengths of tlie ash tree were 
cl-ft by numerous rail splitters for 
tht ".sev--n liigh" fonoe that stood the 
'terms of tleeades. There was many 
a b’.aok walnut mil wlio.se timber 
w'.iii,; niake the niamifncturor Of gun 
'tocks clmnle with .sattsfnctlon had 
be sii'-h a jiresent supi/ly of wood nt 
hi.s command.

The most important part of the scout 
test in fro making Is to he sure that 
the scout will never, under any condi¬ 
tions, hulhl a lire which could get hc- 
yond his control, or fall to extinguish 
the lire even to tlie last spark before 
it living it. 

Tliousaiids of acres of valualde wood¬ 
land. scores of liomes and large acres 
of valualde <Tops have been deslroyi-d 
as a result of carelessness In starting 
or leaving fires. 

q'lie scout sliouid know how’ to lay ti 
lire under any conditions—on stony 
grouinl, oil lieavy grass ground, in lim- 
hor land, iiiiil under tlicso liiree condi¬ 
tions in a lieavy rain. 

He slioiilil describe the following 
fires: Tli)> hunter’s lire, tlie tra)iper's 
lire, Hie Indian's Are. 'file ipiestion 
oi materials for tlie tire i.s one wlileh 
has troiililed some scoutmasters. 
.Should the hoy he -allowed to use p>i- 
jier or dry kindling earried in the hav- 
ei.siu'k, or oil any other inutcrial 
which he would not ordinarily liiid in 
the wooils or on the plains?

eiice to lay In place than metal jiil'e; 
it can. wlien sm-vice idpes are not 
taken olT. be laid in shallower ditclies 
than metal pipe, for it is not easily 
affected hy frost; while more or less 
Joints show slight leakage when the 
pipe Is lirst tilled, they soon swell up 
and give less tronlde in the end than 
ciistiron pli'c.—Los vAngeles Times.
